T he total loss is hard to estimate, 
and will not be definitely ascertain­

The greatest damage occurred in 
the Ehrlich store, but the actual 
fire dam age was not so great 
a s 
firemen succeeded in checking the 
blaze Just as It 
was

through the floor. 
Most of the loss 
was due to smoke and water. 
Two Alarm* Sounded 
T^vo alarm s brought seven 
fire 
companies to the scene 
and the 
blaze was quickly 
brought 
under 
control, although it was some time 
before firemen could get at the spo* 
where the fire originated due to the 
dense smoke which filled the store­ 
room. 
Finally the skylight in the 
rear part of the store was opened 
up and the rear windows, allowing 
the smoke to be driven out of the 
storeroom, after which the blaze was

not to buy at too dear a price. 
“Now, whoever takes this maxim 
abroad with him into the grand
